RICT  activation  means  that  we  will 
be  reaching  out  to  key  leadership  position  members  of  Region  10’s  Incident 
Management  Team  (IMT)  and/or  Response  Support  Corps  (RSC)  volunteers  in  good 
standing’  about  deployment  to  the  responses.  We  are  not,  however,  recruiting  new  RSC 
volunteers  at  this  time. 


Our  Regional  Emergency  Operations  Center  (REOC)  on  the  13*'^  floor  has  been 
activated  and  is  now  coordinating  support  for  emergency  field  operations.  Feel  free  to 
visit  the  REOC  is  you’d  like  additional  information  about  the  Region’s  work  in  response 
to  these  emergencies.
